We may never go forward in the advance of 
science if we fail the challenge of 
Investigation. Answers may never be found 
if we do not seek them. Therefore it is 
my hope that in 19^8 DPI will again 
adhere strictly to the ’Code Uf Ethics’ 
Governing Investigation, and look positive¬ 
ly at any case which comes to light, 
e^iving it our desired and full attention- 
v;e must look for a solution in every 
department, for to overlook any such 
tneory as having no relevance on a particu¬ 
lar case, would not be in keeping with the 
Aims of SPI. 

DPI hope that 19^8 may be the year in which 
the light at the end of the tunnel will 
guide us to the understanding of the many 
mysteries of which w'e at bPI are resolved 
into uncovering.
